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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendments will be entered because they 
overcome the objection to claim 15 and do not add new limitations to the claims. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive because it is 
clear from Fig 13 of Trull that the collect members 232,234 expand radially outward once the plunger is pushed past element 246 and that 
the collect members engage with the plunger head when the piston is withdrawn. The disclosure in Col 10 is related to replacing the 
syringe, not using the injector in a fluid delivery procedure.
